The growera
ata paid J0 conts per bushel of aixty
pounds, The company has fitted and
enlarged a butlding on the river bauk,
and built a platform for batks, It is
supphied with steam  from Gross' boil-
era.  Twenty people are employed at
the start.  When the orop comes in
more rapidly the number will be ia-
creased to fifty, Some of the work-
men have been t-:nplnyu.l in other fae
tories, Other are sreen hands, The
foreman has been in the businoss four-
teon years

The tomptoes are first dumped into
large shoal pana. They are wet ina
steam mg tank and are sealded for two

minute This process makea them
peol mmly They are promptly passcd
over to a crew of women with

knives, who dexterously remove the
skin without regard to any suppositi-
tions mensitivencss on the tomuto's
part, When a peeler gets her pan
full, a man takes it to a small but
business-like prees. The tomato pulp
is poured inton hopper which enda in
in a sort of spout, A can is placed
under this spout, and the tomato pulp
is pressed vito 1t with a lever. Thias
one press will fill 3 000 cans per day.
The cans are fed te it by a spout run-
ning from the can factory in an uppor
story of Roak Block. Every can is
weighed after it s filled by a woman
who sets it on amall scales, and per-
hups adds or substracta a llttlu as the
case may he, to get a balanea of just
three pounds. The ean is then
sponged and passed over to the sealer,
He solders on the cap. 'Thia process
i rendered very spoedy by a patent
capping-iron, one twirl of which on
the cap securely solders it to the ean,
This is a big improvement over the
old-fashioned soldering cappuerand is o
recent invontion,

The cooking succeeds the ecanning,
The cans are placed in pans—sixty 1n
a pan  and are setin larce wohs tilled
with boiling water,  After they have
boiled forty minutes they are roady to
conl and are **done.” ‘The company
will can & small amount of corn at
Auburn, and huve procured two rolid
iron rotorts for this purpose,  Corn
requires a more thorough covking,
After a boiling water bath it is steam-
cd for about an hour in theso retorts,
They are held together by strong
{'}Jllupn, in order to resiat the tremen-
dous power of the confived steam., It
has only been about a year since it
waa discovered that tomatoes could be
preservod without s fecond cooking
process,  Without the steam retort
corn must be cooked three houra.
The retort reduces the time one-third,
The company has already canned a
few apples and will can more.  They
are cooked in twenty-five minutes, It
will also put up pears, equeah, boans,
ete. The company will start 1is corn-
packing factory at New Glouster next

king is atill preserved in the old  por-
tion of the edifice.
